divorced wife of a wealthv antique 
| dealer, was found dead early Wednes. 
' day In the apartment she and McCoy 
•whose true name Is Norman Selby. 
had occupied 
for several weeks as 


"Mr. and Mrs. N. Shields." In her 
head was a .32 calibre bullet. Nearby 
was an automatic pistol of the same 
calibre and a note signed by McCoy 
bequeathing all 
his worldly posses- 


sions to his mother 


When McCoy was arrested several 


hours later after terrorizing employes 
and patrons of two fashionable shops 
and shooting and slightly wounding 
three persons, he was stubbornly si- 
lent for a time, but finally talked free- 
ly. "Mrs. Mors 
killed herself." he 


said 
The shock and grief put out his 


lights and filled him with an Insane 
rage to kill her husband, "who drove 
her to it." to kill all those who stood 
In his way and finally to kill himself. 


FATE GUARDS MAN 


But fate hid Mors from him and 


his plan to kill himself was lost in 
the swirl of events 


"I was going to kill myself." he 


said." explaining the- note found in 
the apartment, "but—I forgot." 
lico believe portions of McCoy's story, 
but declarc that his suicide defense 
has already 
received 
its knockout 


blow from the "Kid's" own sister. 
Mrs Jennie 
Thomas, whom

quote as saying McCoy came 'to her 
home sooni after the shooting of Mrs.

Late "Wednesday night detectues 


called at the Thomas home but after 
conferring with the woman's attor 
ney they agreed not to question her 
further.xon the understanding that 
she would' tell the complete story of 
McCoy's visit and alleged confession 
•to District Attorney AsaKeyesThurs- 
day. 


McCoy, under re-grilling at the city 


Jail, admitted that he had called on 
his sister soon after Mrs. MoerV death 
"but couldn't remember what I told 
her or how long I stayed." 


He clung -to his suicide version of 


the shooting telling detectives that 
Mrs. Mors was driven to despair by 
her'troubles 
with her former hus- 


band, that she had suddenly cried out 
that she "couldn't stand it any long 
er," and attempted to stab herself to 
death with a butcher knife. When 
this failed, he said, she took a pistol 
from a dresser drawer and fired a bul- 
let through her head before he could 
8top her. 


PLANNED RECONCILIATION

Police declare, however, that what 


Mrs. Mors really planned, was a 
reconciliation with her former hus 
band and that McCoy's jealous rage 
over this Impending reconciliation led 
him to kill her and then to go out 
seeking to kill Mors. 


In his search for Mors. he went 


to the Mors antique 
shop 
where, 


according to his own story, he plan- 
ned to shoot Mors and then kill Mr. 
and Mrs. Sam Schapp who operated 
,a shop next door and who recently 
'had made efforts to bring about a 
reconciliation between Mr. and Mrs. 
Mors. 


"What ho actually did was to wound 


William Ross, patron who happened 
to enter the Mors establishment, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Schapp. whom he pur- 
sued Into their shop when they refus- 
ed to be lured Into the Mors place. 
None of tho three was wounded seri- 
ously. 


In telling of this shooting affray. 


McCoy explained over and over again 
that he had bean drinking and that 
ho was crazed with shock and grief 
and out of his head. 


Police for a time believed that Mc- 


Coy had found Mors and killed him 
but after a search of several hours 
hie attorney announced his client was 
ready to be questioned.

The National Industrial Conference 


board in a mid-year bulletin holds that 
the business tide ha"s turned. 
It says. 


''During July. 1924, a considerable bet- 
termtnt in sentiment, has taken place, for 
although production has not increased 
considerably prices are Sriner and in- 
quires with regard to orders are more 
numerous.

This opinion coincides with reports 


from most parts of the country. There 
has been a decidedly optimistic tone in 
manufacturing and trading circles.

Of course, the air mail service is not 


yet paying. 
It is costing the govern- 


ment more to operate it than it receives 
in revenue. It is only a matter of time, 
however, until it will be self-sustaining. 
It offers such obvious advantages over 
transmission of mail by trains that busi- 
ness and the pubilc at large will soon be 
using it extensively. It will not be long 
until new routes are established and the 
sending of mail by air becomes the gen- 
eral practice between the large centers of 
the country, and along the chief routes 
of commerce. 


The air service is available to all parts 


of the counry which have mail matter for 
delivery at any of the landing places 
along its route. 
Persons in Green Bay 


for instance can have mail delivered in 
Xew York, San Francisco and interme- 
diate'points much sooner by using air 
mail than by train. 
Business men and 


other correspondents should keep this in 
mind and'support the postoffice depart- 
ment in its laudable effort to make air 
mail transmission standard and self-sus- 
taining. 


THE QUANTITY OF DANGER 


The hazard on the streets and high- 


ways, in city and country, is greater than 
the fatalities and injuries. The hazard 
is greater than the accidents. The prob- 
lem in the promotion of safety lies in min- 
imizing the hazard. 
Traffic accidents 


now cause 15.000 deaths a year and 
100.000 injuries. 


Stand at any congested street corner 


or any crossroads where traffic is heavy 
and note the hazard which prevails. Very 
few of the drivers observe safety regula- 
tions. Some of them cut corners to the 
left and run on the right side of approach- 
ing vehicles. Some crowd into the mid- 
dle of street or road, and increase the 
congestion. 
Some jam their cars into 


small space in front of other cars. Some 
give no signals of any kind. Some speed 
their cars. Some do not take the trouble 
to observe the positions or movements of 
other cars. 


The wonder is not so much that there 


are 15,000 deaths a year and 100.000 
injuries, but that there are not more. The 
National Bureau of Casualty and Surety 
Underwriters plans a nationwide cam- 
paign of education to reduce the number 
of accidents by diminishing the traffic 
hazard. It proposes to have public de- 
partments, civic clubs, schools and educa- 
tional institutions of cities and counties 
join in "safety first" education. All ac- 
cidents cannot possibly be averted. But 
the number can be decreased.

Acne consists of a crop of pimples, commonly as- 


sociated with comedones (blackheads) upon tho face 
and sometimes on the chest and back.

acne Is often caused by the local Irritations of oils 
in various occupations, and such acne appeal s upon 
tho arms or thighs or other exposed surfaces but 
usually not on. the face. Acne may bo caused by 
certain drug taken internally, notably bromids and 
lodidfs (and these are common Ingredient of various 
nostrums which credulous people take). Sophomores 
are credulous people. "When I was a sophomore I 
seriously entertained the Idea of consulting ono of 
those advertising quacks about my pimples, but 
thank fortune I hadn't the price. 


Acne is no respecter of social classes and is not 


evidence of lack of care of the skin. It is not evi- 
dence of any particular functional irregularity or of 
any wrong habit. If it has any special significance 
at "all it is merely that the sweat and oil glands of 
the skin are unusually active at the period of 
adolescence. 


Some great skin specialists have ascribed the 


chief role m the causation of acne to a mlcrobacil- 
lus. notably Unna. Hodara and Sabouraud. Accord- 
ng to Sabouraud. comedones are due to infection 
•ith the specific microbacillus of seborrhea. Amer- 
can skin specialists have not acepted Sabouraud's 
caching, however. The accepted view in this coun- 
ry is that the blackheads first develop from physi- 
logical and mechanical causes and then the seba- 
eous or oil follicles about the blackheads (or white- 
leads, whichever the comedones may be) become 
nfected with the common -pus-producing germs. 
Causing pimples or young boils. Sabouraud holds 
he specific seborrheic micro-bacillus is the cause of 
he comedones, but he teaches that secondary m- 
ection with various staphylococci must occur to 
produce the pimples. 
The American authorities 


merely maintain that Sabouraud's theory does not 
so.uare well with the general characteustics of 
acne. In my eyes it seems to square as well as most 
of the accepted theories of etiology do Tilth the 
tnown characteristics of a disease. And Sabour- 
.ud's teaching is not merely a theory, for he has 
shown,that one form of seborrhea, dandruff, may 
3e communicated by inoculation. 
More over, the 


most successful methods of treatment of various 
forms and degrees of acne are based upon the infec- 
ion theory. This is not to imply that there is any- 
hmg "catching" about acne, at least not anything 
more than in simple seborrhea (excessive olhness of 
skin and scalp) or simple dandruff. 


Whether systemic or constitutional factors are of 


mportance In the causatjon of acne is a question 
which the experts are not agreed upon. At any 
•ate there is precious little if anything gained by 
reatment with such systemic or constitutional rem- 
edies as Iron, arsenic, and various "correctives" of 
digestion and various empirical or arbitrary re- 
strictions or diet.

four to seven years a child needs 12 to 11 hours of 
sleep. From seven to 14 years, 10 hours of sleep 
daily.

The. stretch of the Colorado River, 


from Lees Ferry. Arizona, to Needles 
California,, was the last that had not 
been accurately 
surveyed for

ous expedition was to locate possible 
dam sites for flood prevention, power 
developments and irrigation. It was 
this party that was reported lost ear 
]y last October, when a half wrecked 
bost was discovered that was thought 
to have belonged to them. However, 
the ten men accomplished the feat 
with one broken rib the only casual- 
ty. and with the loss of only a small 
canoe.

engineers was that of trucking a 16 
foot boat down a natrow trail blastei!

This boat was taken by 
auto 140 miles, from Flagstaff. Ari 
sona. the nearest railroad station.

In Sane Diet To Fortify 
Against Anemic Blood 


x As a single Item in the diet, meat 
Is one of the most important—a fact 
which has been recognized since tho 
beginlng 'it time. 


The dally menu Js practically al- 


wa.yt built around meat as the main 
dish of the meal—for 
one reason, 


that the protein' of meat Is necessary 
in the diet,—the other protein foods 
lacking; t*>at identical 
protein 
ele- 


ment,—and secon'l " because It 
has 


been proven that an exclusively veg- 
etarian diet is~4ikoly to cause weak- 
ness and anemia, thereby reducing 
the po'wer ot-resistmg disease. 


Since the taste and enjoyment of 


foods aio Indispensable to efficient 
digestion it is souna^policy to s^rve 
and eat foods which taste good, so 
the housewife 
cannot be amiss in 


serving meat in so~e form, at least 
once a d.-.y. 


Aside from being one of the mos*. 


appetizing and 
satisfying 
of foods, 


and that it is needed in the diet, 
there are several reasons why it 
should >. used freely. 


One reason is that meat is high in 


nutritive value. It 
contalnes rela- 


tively large qua.-.tUic" of protein in 
Its most palatable, stimulating and 
digestible form, resides leberal quan- 
tities of fat. for producing energy, 
heat anr* muscular power. Also vit- 
fcmines, substances about -which there 
is little Known'except that they are 
necessary for the normal growth and 
development, are present in meat in 
sufficient 
quantities^ for nutritional 


requirement.1?. 
, 


For practical purposes, the differ- 


ent cuts of meat have about the same 
nutritive value. Difference in price 
of various cuts of the same grade 
Express principally difference in ease 
of preparation, ^specially the amount 
of cooking required. 


The reil meal problem for the con- 


sumer, IF simply one of wise buying 
end skl'Uul prfpoj-ation. A common 
•weakness1 in the handling of the meat 
problem 
is that 
housewives 
have 


grown accustomed to using 3. very 
•few cuts of Iclnds, these being the 
more expensive ones, mostly because 
it is ostler to prepare them. It 
would fee well for those who are in- 
terested in economy to give thought 
and time to t"ie preparation of the 
less expensive d ts ot meat, such as 
the nine" quart- - and fore 
quarter 


cuts other than the ribs. These parts 
require longer cooking than the loin, 
and may be economically prepared by 
cobklng in a kettle with a tight lid, 
over a very low fire. 
They 
are 


equally r-itrltious compared with the 
more tender, and higher priced cuts, 
and may be mada into vary palatable 
Wishes. _ 


HOW TO SELECT GOOD MEAT 
(SoocT fiuality is generally indicated 


by the thickness of lean meat and 
liberal depth of fjt. 
The very best 


beef has a smooth uniform outside 
covering of clear white at. and firm 
fine textured flesh of light red color, 
having :> mixturs of fat through the 
lean flesK 


Veal Is rink and somewhat less 


firm than beef. Pork is dark pink, 
xnd the fat is less firm than that of 
express principallv difference inease 
and thhc fat is 1 rs firm than that of 
eiltner beef or mutton. Pork should 
cut easllv and have a layer of pure 
•while fat. Mutton is a dull brick'col- 
or and lamb is Ueht pink or gcay- 
l6h /ed, Recording to the ago ofvthe 
animal. 


Meat should be firm to the touch 


and elastic, and should smell fresh. 
And, 
when buyms meat, remember, 


there Is less shrinkage in a 
good 


grade of meat in cooking than a 
cheaper grade. Paper in which meat 
Is wrapped at the shop, should be re- 
moved when it reaches home and 
placed on a plate when putting it into 
the ice hex. If *h»} paper is left on. 
it absorbs 
much of the 
valuable 


juices, ana tho meat very often sticks 
to It. 


The following recipes for the less 


expensive cuts 
of meat are worth 


your trying. 


ROAST BEEF 


Select for the medium size family 


a nice s'eco of cCiw-k, weighing from 
three to five rounds. Wipe, place on 
rack in. Gripping pan. having the skin 
Fide down, rub ever with salt, and 
dredge meat rnd, pan with flour. 
Se?r tho surface quickly In a frying 
pan. s6 as to prevent escapo of juices. 
Place in roast par,: odd one cup hot 
water, tasting with mcs.t drippin; 
if meat is quite lean. Bas.e every 
ten minutes and when meat is about 
half done, turn over and drortge with 
flour. t'."it the skin side may be up- 
permost for final browning. 
For a 


roast v/njrliins five pounds, time re 
quired *"T roastliiq Js one- hour anc 
twenty minutes. The pan should be 
adapted to the size of the roast to 
prevent flour ana broth from burn 
ing. Eecf to bo woli roasted shoulf 
be started In a ho: oven and the heat 
reduced after tlv. outside has been 
well' seared.

Ancients Know 
Nothing About 
Dictionaries 


by an Englishman, John Garland, and 
dictionarium in the fourteenth: but 
the first work published in England 
under the English title "dictionary" 
was the famous Latin-English diction- 
ary of Sir Thomas Elyot. which ap- 
peared in 153S, the year before Robes* 
Estienne. of the greatest of all diction- 
ary making dynasties, published his 
Dictionnaire Francois-Latin. The word 
lexicon—the neuter of the Greek ad- 
jective lexicos. "relating to words"— 
dates in its accepted current sense 
from the Renaissance only. 


The earliest lexicographical efforts 


were probably made by Roman stu- 
dents of the Greek language and cul- 
ture. We are told that Cato learned 
Greek at SO, a task which he would 
hardly have tackled without realizing 
!he importance of tabulating his new- 
ly acquired vocabulary. 


Teachers naturally compiled lists of 


words and phrases for the use of their 
pupils nnd such vocabularies would 
be copied and attain some circulation: 
but it i? obvious that what we call a 
dictionniy was made possible only by 
the Invention of printing.
